Authoritative La- 
bour Party sources said last night 
that this was decided at one of the 
regular, informal meetings of the 
heads of the “Gush" party machine 
which convenes under the chair 
manuntp af -Tel Aviv Mayor Ye- 
hoshua Rabinowitz. 


Some of the participants mention- 
ed that in the case of her remaining 
adamant, then pressure should be 
brought to bear on Mr. Sapir to 
succeed her.

Sihanouk now reveals: 


Ousted after he gave 
Chinese use of port

PEKING (Reuter). — Despite con- 
tinued pressure round the Cam- 
bodlan capitai by forces loyal to 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk, the 
exiled Cambodian head of state 
has reiterated several times here 
in the past few days that no 
ground attack on Phnom Penh fs 
contempiated. 

Nevertheless, observers have 
noted that Prince Sthanouk has 
seldom appeared so self-assured 
since he came to Peking following 
the coup against him im March 
last year. 

Prince Sihanouk has said here 
that the coup was engineered by 
the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency because he allowed China 
use of the Cambodian seaport of 
Sihanoukville — now calied Kom- 
pong Som by the Lon Nol Govern- 
ment — to transport weapons and 
equipment destined for the Viet- 
cong. 

The Prince told some resident 
correspondents here that Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai had personally 
asked him for such facilities, pos- 
sibly during one of the Prince's 
visits to Peking during the ‘skxtfes. 

This is the firat time it has been 
admitted by those opposed to U.S. 
involument in Indo-China that 
China had such free wse of the 
Cambodian port’s facilities. And 
the Prince made no bones about 
the fact that the loss of this port 
was “a hard blow” to what he 
calls the liberation forces. 

But Prince Sihanouk’s current 
confidence stems from successes of 
his own liberation army and their 
allies in routing the forces of 
Cambodian Premier Marshal Lon 
Nol in recent battles along Cam- 
bodia’s Highway Six and their ap- 
parent ability to cut the country’s 
communications almost at will 
despite heavy American bombing. 

Mr. Teny Sary, Cambodian leader 
from the country’s interior who 
ig now on a visit to Peking, told 
™me there had been “plenty of planes 
and Cobra gunships" supporting 
Phnom Penh forces in the Highway 
Six battle, but his casualties had not 
been heavy. “We have ways of deal- 
ing with American planes and gun- 
ships.” he satd.

Tax man has 


some advice 
for merchants

TEL AVIV. —- Members of the Is- 
rael Merchants Association were mot 
very happy with the man they in- 
vited to dinner last Sunday. He was 
Mr, Ya'acov Tamir, Commissioner 
vf dncome and Property Taxes, who 
had been asked to talk about the 
future tax policy. But Mr, Tamir 
demurred, noting that the tax dis- 
cussions in the Ministry of Finance 
were sill an internal matter and 
that those in the Asher committee 
had still not been formulated into 
recommendations. However, he would 
talk about the failure of many per- 
sons to pay an honest Income tax. 
“Ti give you some friendly ad- 


vice," be told the assembled iunch- profi! 


club members who suddenly began 
to look very glum. “Pay your taxes 
‘on ftime, and pay them honestly.” 

He added: “The mills of (income 
tax) justice may grind very slow- 
ly, but they grind very fine, There 
is a constant flow of information 
reaching us from 811 quarters, and 
the chances are that a person who 
avoids paying an honest tax will be 
caught, even if some times passes. 

“Byery day,” he continued, “judg- 
ments and sentences are 
handed down in court for offences 
committed in the 1967/68 tax year.” 

He noted that of the 30,000 re- 
tailers, most of whom are orgapiz- 
ed in this ‘Association, only 2,400 
were required by law to keep books. 
Only 1,400 actually did so. But this, 
he thought, constituted considerable 
progress over the years, He called 
‘on all the merchants to keep books 
“and we in income tax will give 
every consideration to them. 

“Keeping accurate books is much 
better than being assessed by the 
imcome tax authorities,” he said. 
“For essessments are always open 
to dispute, since business condi- 
tions fluctuate.” 

Mr. Ya'acov Israeli, Secretary-Ge- 
neral of the Association, asked: “We 
small merchants always have the 
feeling that we have to pay fully 
gud on time, yet we always hear 
stories about big companies going’ 
bankrupt (the reference was to Au- 
tocars) and owe the income tax 
authorities huge sums of money. 
We have the feeling that the small 
businessman pays fully and on 
time, but that special consideration 
ts given to the large companies.” 

Mr. Tamir answered that if αὶ 
firm begins to fail, it often does 
uot forward ‘the taxes it deducts 
from the workers to the authorities. 
Thus, within two or three months, 
until the authorities catch up with 
it, huge sums accumulate.

Profit-sharing and incentive 


PP a country with strong trade 
unions and a belief in economic 
equality, it appears virange that 
profit-sharing was not attempted 
witil a short time ago, The fact is 


that bot h management and 


unions are hesitant. Organized labour 


insists on 8 fair share of the profits 
earned as a result of its members 
toil. But it prefers to get them as 
an increment in wages, to which the 
employees have ἃ fixed claim, and 
not 85 8 share of fluctuating profits. 
‘Moreover, participation in profits 
might lead to a demand to share 
eventual losses as well, doubly jeo- 
pardizing the income of workers in 
losing firms or in declining indus- 
tries. 

As a regult, both management 
and trade unions carefully distin- 
guish between wage incentives and 
it-sharing. ‘Incentives — how- 
ever calculated — are paid for spe- 
cifie performance (be it attendance 
or output or achievement) irrespec- 
tive of the profit or loss eventually 
earned thanks to it. This is the case 
even in incentive schemes based on 
collective performance of a group of 
workers, or of all employees of 2 
firm, even when the performance is 
such a nebulous concept as product 
quality or cost saving. The erucial 
polnt is that the criteria entitling 
employees to an eventual benefit are 
independent of the firm's commercial 
success or failure. 


Limit to reward 


Both the advantage and the short- 
coming of incentive wage is thus 
that it is included in cost, At best 
it makes the worker interested 2 
Improv: his production so as 
get Gre eaditiooal pay. His reward 
for the extra exertion or attention 
cannot go beyond 2 certain limit, 
because the nranagement must main- 
tain leeway for the business ups 
and downs in which the worker does 
not share. It is at this point that 
profit-sharing comes in. Apart from 
the social arguments advanced in 
support of it, it has also been recom- 
mended as ‘an additional device to 
improve work morale and to take 
the sting out of wage bargaining. 

Suggestions to introduce profit- 
sharing at least in Histadrut-control- 
led enterprises were made a long 
time ago, but without conclusive 
results. For the time belng no bind- 
ing r m to that end has been 
adopted. However, ἃ start in this 
direction bas been made by the Tadi- 
ran Company — in which Koor Ltd., 
the Higtadrut’s industrial concern, 
holds 50 per cent — and then by 
Koor itself. The two schemes are 
widely different and show the wide 
range of possibilities existing in 
this field. 

The Tadiran profit-sharing scheme 
is modelied on the American practice 
of offering shares to employees at 2 
reduced price, though with some mo- 
difications to adjust the scheme to 
Israeli conditions. The shares offered 
to Tadiran employees are registered, 
carrying a right to a preferred 8 per 
cent cumulative dividend, fully par- 
ticlpating dn any additional dividend, 
but non-voting, though convertible in 
quoted steck in case the company 
goes public and its shares are floated 
at-the Tel Aviv stock - exchange. 

“The shares are offered at par (Le. 
much below thelr current actual 
worth) and at very convenient pay- 
ment terms: part of the price is 
deducted from the subscriver-em- 
ployée's salary over a period of 4 to 8 
years: the rest is expected to be off- 
set by the dividends accruing over 
that to which the sharehol- 
der is entitled from the very start.

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over to the employee before the 
lapse of three years from subserip- 
tion, though he may st any time— 
before the shares are fully paid — 
revoke his subscription and get back 
the money deducted from his salary 
plus 6 per cent interest, or reduce 
his investment to a smaller number 
of shares. 

On the other hand, disposal of 
shares once acquired is subject to 
certain conditions. They can be sold 
only to a special fund established by 
Tadiran's major shareholders (Koor 
Industries and the American com- 
pany General Telephone and Hlectric 
Interrational), which presumably 
will sell them to other employees 
willing to acquire the company's 
shares. The fund guarantees the 
would-be sellers an annual four per 
eent appreciation over a period of 
15 years, of the shares they hold, 
though the price reflecting that ap- 
preciation is arcived at only after 
11 years, white hollers selling earlier 
than that get progressively less. This 
provision is clearly aimed at dis- 
couraging employees from early 
cashing in of their investment. 

The number of shares offered ranges 
between 150 and 1500 (δὲ IL10 
each), according to the employees’ 
seniority. The instalment tterms are 
also easiest for the top echelon, The 
company intends to let its employees 
own about 10 per cent of the total 
share capital, which currently ap- 
proximates IL40m. 

The first tssue of employee shares 
— amounting to ILi2m. — was 
made four years ago, and was taken 
up easily. Last year another issue 
—.of IL1.6m. — was launched, but 
had to be halted for formal reasons 
{because under the new securities 
regulations a "prospectus must be 


The Supreme Court, by majority 
decision, i an appeal 
against a judgment of the Tel Aviv 
District Court delivered on ‘Decem- 
ber 9, 1970 (in A.A. 23/70). 

The appellants, a widow and her 
sons, inherited half of the apart- 
ment owned jointly by the widow 
and her late husband, from the de- 
ceased. At the time of the deceas- 
ed's death, in 1967, the half of the 
apartment was assessed for estate 
duty purposes at IL6,000, in the ight 
of the fact that it was occupied 
by the widow. 

In 1970, the appellants sold the 
whole apartment, with vacant pos- 
session, for IL57,000. The Director 
of Land Betterment Tax thereupon 
assessed the betterment tax on the 
inherited half of the apartment on 
the difference between the acqui- 
sitton value of 114,000 (its value in 
accordance with the éstate duty ts- 
sessment ‘at the’ time ὍΣ “the” de- 
ceased’s death) and IL28,750, half of 
‘the gales price for the whole apart- 
ment. The appellants objected to 
this method of calculation, arguing 
that, under section 23 of the Land 
Betterment Tax Law, 1963, the value 
of the apartment at the dime of 
the deceased's death was its value, 
unoccupied, and not the occupied 
value used es a yardstick for the

The Tadiran scheme i clearly 
based on the confidence of its em- 
ployees — in particular of the se- 
nior staff—in the company’s growth 
potential and earning capacity, in 
which they aleo would Uke to share.

Since the money concerned is.more 
‘or less gratuitous, it does not much 
matter if its recipients cash it at 
a later date.

Unity is built from αὶ 
bewildering diversity of -variously 
structured groups, which somehow 
discover that thelr aims, concerns 
and methods are not really as wide 
apart as they might seem. 

It is a safe bet that the average 
Israeli is not very thoroughly infor- 
med about the many organizations 
οἵ his American kinsman. Even the 
better-publicized ones are not really 
well lmown, let alone those which 
spend little on self-advertisement, 
such as the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council 
(NCRAC). 

A. mission of NCRAC leaders has 
been visiting us for the past two 
weeks, fairly unheralded, perhaps 
even concealed by their jaw-break- 
ing acronym.

Six get 12 
to 18 years 
for sabotage

BEERSHEBA. Six terrorists 
from the Khan Yunis area were ᾿ 
yesterday sentenced to jail terms 
ranging from 12 to 18 years for 
possessing mines and explosives and 
for various acts of sabotage. A 
seventh man, who drove members of 
the terrorist cell to their various 
meetings in his taxi cab, was ac- 
quitted. 

The prisoners are: Ouda Abmed 
Abu Daker, 24, leader of the group 
— 15 years; Salem Hassan Abu 
Mandil, 80 — 15 years; Jaber Ziad 
Suleiman el Amawi, 22 — 18 years; 
Nasser Ali Darwish el Aziv, 21 — 
15 years; Mustafa Hussein Nasser 
Nasser, 28 —- 15 years; end Zubki 
Otman Ali Abadba, 62 — 12 years. 

The six men were convicted on 
a total of 80 charges, including the 
planting of two mines in Kibbutz 
Sin Hashlosha and one in Kibbutz 
Kisaufim, by el Amawi, who received 
the longest sentence. Abadba, the 
oldest member of the ring, would 
have received a stiffer sentence, the 
Court President, Rav-Seren Moshe 
Lerer said, were it not for his age 
— 62. He travelled frequently to 
Hebron, where he had contacts in 
the Palestine Liberation Front. He 
was given money there for the pur- 
chase of arms and explosives. The 
group was active between September 
and November 1969, when they were 
detained. 

The acquitted man, Hassan Ali 
Ibrahim Ali Moussa, was uot aware 
of the group's Mlegal activity, the 
court ruled.

TEL AVIV. — The German mark 
continued to be in brisk demand yes- 
terday.
